The Way Prisoners In Montenegro Are 
Treated. 
W'heu I paid a visit to the Cetin J e 
jail I found th at all the prisoners wert 
out for a walk. For tw o hours every 
morning and again for two hours iii 
the afternoon they are allowed to w an­ 
der about on the green before the pris­ 
on. There is nothing, indeed, hut their 
own sense of honor to prevent- their 
going farth er afield unless they la 
m urderers, in which case they wear 
chains. Tile authorities provide them 
[ with bousing, 
of course, and with 
clothes—not uniform -a lso with a flit 
at which to cook their food, and they 
give them fourpence a day each to 
buy It. The prisoners eater for them 
selves. Two of them go to the m arket 
every morning to buy provisions for 
the day. They are not required to work 
unless they choose, and they are class! 
fled not according to the seriousnc ss 
of their offense, but according to their 
standard of life and general behavior 
If a man of educaUon and refinement 
is sent to prison, care is taken to lodge 
him, so fur as possible, in a room 
where the other occupants belong to 
his own rank in life. I found on one 
bed a beautiful counterpane and a pi I 
low covered with delicate embroidery 
‘Yes, poor fellow, th at’s his wife’s 
handiw ork,” the governor of the jail 
rem arked casually as we passed. 
In 
one prison life w as made so easy anil 
pleasant that on leaving it I ventured 
to rem ark that to be there was no pun 
lfehment, it seemed to me. 
“No punishm ent!” the oflSelal who 
was with me exclaimed in surprise. 
"But think of the disgrace of bein., 
here. Is not th at in itself punishment 
enough?” 
I had and still have doubts on the 
subject, for I had ju st seen a cheery 
old fellow who, although the tim e for 
which he w as sentenced had expired, 
stoutly refused to quit the prison
